NEW HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


Building Committee Tells of Work Accomplished and 
Recommends Additional $10,000 Appropriation to 
Connect New and Old Buildings and Make Changes. 


Work upon the new building has progressed satisfactorily and will be pushed 
rapidly to completion with the coming of milder weather. In previous reports 
through the Townsman the Committee has explained the main features of the 
problem. To repeat briefly, it was found at the outset that it would-be unwise 
now to build for less than four hundred pupils, although previous estimates had 
been based on three hundred. Plans were then made to provide a building which 
should be an efficient educational workshop without frills, which should have a 
flexible arrangement of rooms, a dignified exterior and be throughout well safe- 
guarded against fire. The old Punchard Building was utilized as an important 
part of the plan and the use of the whole plant for other community interests was 
considered. Provision was also made for further extensions in the years to come. 

The requirement to provide for four hundred pupils necessitated a building 
a third larger than had been proposed by the earlier committees which investigated 
the subject. It is perfectly clear, then, that a much larger proportion of the 
appropriation of $100,000 was required for the new building than seemed probable 
at the time the town provided for its erection. The committee believed that a

Electric Sparks 


Electricity is uséd to sort coffee beans. 
Mine gas is detécted with a portable 
electric outfit which miners carry. 
Electrically produced violet rays are 
used to purify water used in a St. 
Louis swimming pool. 

A 300,000-volt transformer is used to 
test insulators and insulating material 
at the University of Minnesota. 

Electric flood lighting of an apartment 
house in Kansas City led to the renting 
of 44 apartments in one month. 

A tug dispatcher is employed in New 
York to control by telephone the move- 
ment of a line of tugs in the harbor. 

Tiny electric Mazda lamps fixed in 
policemen’s helmets serve to direct 
traffic in the darkened streets of Lon- 
don, England. 

A trap drummer has discovered that 
electric lights installed inside his drums 
keep the moisture out and make the 
drum-heads tight. 

A million dollars a day is the sum 
paid for electric light according to an 
electrical authority of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

The same amount of electrical energy 
required to move an ordinary street car 
one mile on level would raise it vertically 
to a height of 166 feet. 

St. Patrick’s Cathedral of Norwich, 
Conn., is lighted with six electric pro- 
jector units which bring outthe chancel 
arch and altar in beautiful relief. 

One fourth of all the fires occurring in 
Waterbury, Conn., for a year might have 
been avoided by the use of electricity ac- 
cording to the report of Fire Chief 
Heitman. 

Eggs may be fried in a griddle, toast 
may be prepared in a toast drawer and 
bacon o1 chops may be broiled in another 
compartment all at the same time on a 
new type of electric table stove. 

Mountain streams in the West give up 
their power and save thousands of tons 
of coal in Seattle and other cities of 
the Puget Sound district which are sup- 
plied with electricity for heat, light and 
power. 

Electrification of the main line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad between Altoona 
and Bellwood, Pa., is under considera- 
tion by railroad engineers. It is planned 
to use the water power of the Alleghan- 
ies to move the trains. 

Even the proverbially slow molasses 
is now accelerated in its movements by 
the use of electric heaters. Arkansas 
stockmen who feed molasses to cattle 
use the heaters in molasses tanks to 
keep the sticky mass from freezing. 

Graphite manufactured from carbon 
is made in the electric furnace. Al- 
though this process was discovered in 
1906 its commercial development has 
been so rapid that the output of arti- 
ficial graphite now exceeds the country’s 
production of natural cyrstalline gra- 
phite by more than 900 tons. 

The Cities Service Company has just 
placed with the General Electric Com- 
pany the largest single order for electric 
generating equipment ever placed with 
an electric manufacturing company in 
the United States. The total order was 
for approximately a million dollars 
worth of electric generating units of 
approximately 115,000-horse power cap- 
acity. 

Your Enormous Appetite 

An average man who has seen seventy- 
five years of life has eaten an amount of 
food equal to some fifteen hundred times 
his own weight, says the Popular Science 
Monthly for February. One hundred 
and ten tons of food he has consumed, of 
which the bread alone, if it could be 
piled separately, would occupy a space 
equal to that of a good-sized building. 
The vegetables on reappearing would 
fill a train three miles in length and the 
bacon when placed end to end in single 
slices would stretch along a line four 
miles long. The reappearance of five 
| tons of fish and one-fifth a ton of cheese 
would surely haunt him, while twelve 
thousand eggs, ten thousand pounds of 
| sugar and fifteen hundred pounds of salt 
would put in their claim. And he has 
smoked no less than 250,000 cigarettes.

A normal school train- 
ing, or its equivalent, should be a mini- 
mum requirement for a teacher in the 
elementary schools of Massachusetts.

Teachers, as an organized body of pro- 
fessional workers, by their united influ- 
ence, through organized and persistent 
effort, should use every legitimate means 
to secure for their members all the mat- 
erial conditions necessary to the highest 
efficiency. 


The duty of teachers to the communi- 
ty is to be loyal to those in authority. In 
case of a conflict of educational ideals be- 
tween teachers aiid school boards, the 
teachers should recognize the fact that 
the school committee must direct the 
general policy of the schools; that it 
is also the duty of the teachers as a body 
to protest against any violation of their 
professional ideals, to state their reasons 
to the school board, and, if need by, to 
the community. 


It is the duty of every teacher to re- 
gard every other teacher as entitled to 
all the rights, courtesies amd emolu- 
ments that usually obtain in this and 
all other professions. Professional effi- 
ciency, morals, and personality should 
be the sole standard for employment, 
assignment, promotion, demotion and 
dismissal of teachers. 

It is unprofessional for teachers seek- 
ing employment to accept the assistance 
of book agents or publishers of school 
books, thereby giving grounds for the 
suspicion of obligations tending to 
influence the purchase or adoption of 
books or supplies in favor of any particu- 
lar agent or firm. 4 

It is unprofessional to apply for a posi- 
tion which has not been declared vacant 
by teacher, superintendent or school 
board. 

Teachers should not receive remunera- 
tion for tutoring pupils who are mem- 
bers of their own classes. 
bers of their own classes. 

Teachers should not resign during the 
period for which they have been engaged, 
but we believe the public good demands 
that a call to a larger or more congenial 
service is a public and personal right 
which should not be denied a teacher 
after due notice has been given. 

Teachers are and should be the ser- 
vants of the people, without regard to 
distinctions of political party, religious 
faith, or other matters upon which

New Potato Disease 


A potato disease appearing on certain 
soils and apparently associated with the 
lack of potash in the commercial ferti- 
lizers used was prevalent last summer in 
various sections of the East. According 
to specialists of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, the trouble was largely 
controlled by the use of stable manure. 
The disease may be expected to appear 
again with increased severity during 
the coming season in many potato-grow- 
ing sections, from Maine to Virginia, 
and probably also farther south. It 
was first noted in scattered fields in 
1915. In 1916 it became serious and 
general over considerable areas. Last 
year the disease was first observed late 
in June in Maryland and Virginia, and 
during the latter part of July in Maipe. 
The affected plants first develop. a 
downward rolling of the leaf margins, 
accompanied by a peculiar bronzing of 
the surface, sometimes mistaken for 
spray injury. Since it occurs on un- 
sprayed as well as on sprayed plants, 
it can not be due to the corrosive ac- 
tion of sprays. The foliage gradually 
turns brown—not yellow and _ the 
plants ripen prematurely. Death of 
the leaves and sudden collapse of the 
stems at the ground level follow. The 
yield, of course is much reduced. 

The disease is found more commonly 
on fields of early-maturing varieties, but 
is not restricted to them. It also ap- 
pears first on early planted fields. 

What is more striking is the very ap- 
parent association of the trouble with 
certain soil types, at least in Maine, 
where this relation, as well as other 
features of the trouble, are being inves- 
tigated by the department experts in 
co-operation with the Maine Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. 

Soils which originally supported the 

growth of soft woods, or “‘mixed-growth 
lands,’ developed the diseased condi- 
tion in its most severe type, while the 
hardwood ridges showed itfleast or not at 
all. The trouble appeared first in the 
swales or low-lands, where the natural 
drainage was not so good as on the 
higher ridge land. When the disease 
appeared at all on the higher ground, it 
was of a less severe type. 
__ Specific fungi are frequently found on 
the stems of the collapsing plants, and 
some of these most constantly seen 
belong to disease-producing groups. 
Their relation to the trouble is being in- 
vestigated, but the present indications 
suggest that they are not the primary 
cause but have attacked the plants 
already seriously weakened by other 
agencies. 

Fertilizer experiments in progress on 
affected fields demonstrated that the 
plots receiving potash showed little or 
no signs of the trouble, even where the 
other plots were entirely dead. Stable 
manure algo held the disease in almost 
complete control. 

Investigations of the trouble by the 
department are incomplete, but the pres- 
_ént.indications are that it is due to in- 
sufficient potash, or, perhaps, in some 
soils at least, to an excess of nitrates in 
the presence of a minimum potash sup- 
ply. Farmers who are unable to secure 
potash fertilizer for their potato fields 
but who Have stable manure may insure 
their crops against attack by its use. 
In sections where certain types of soil 
have been observed to suffer from the 
disease under discussion, and it is ad- 
visable to plant potatoes on these types 
next year, it is strongly recommended 
that potash fertilizers or stable manure 
be applied if either are obtainable.

One doesn’t often see a more effective 
presentation of a serious issue from a 
foolish angle than is contained in an 
editorial in the Boston Traveler, headed 
““As Bryan Would Have It.” We com- 
mend this editorial to that group of 
sadly misguided people who are agitat- 
ing the candidacy of a one-idea man for 
an important office on the issue of 
inititative and referendum. The Traveler 
says: 

‘““Give ground, and do not fire 
until after a referendum can be 
taken.—Capt. Parker at Lexington. 

“Don’t fire until you can see the 
figures of the referendum on the 
bulletin board.—Gen. Warren at 
Bunker Hill. 

““T respectfully suggest, in the 
name of the great Jehovah and the 
Continental Congress, that we have 
a referendum.—Ethan Allen at 
Ticonderoga. 

“We must obtain an immediate 
referendum, or Molly Stark’s a 
widow.—Gen. Stark at Bennington. 

“Tf anyone attempts to haul 
down the American flag, insist on a 
referendum.—Gen. John A. Dix. 

“‘Government of the people, for 
the people and by the people shall 
not perish from the earth, except by 
referendum.—Abraham Lincoln at 
Gettysburg.” 


The Coming Tax Rate 


It doesn’t look real promising for a 
low tax rate this year. On the con- 
trary, there are many cross currents at 
work which are to have an effect upon 
a town like Andover, rather difficult to 
diagnose in advance. 

The new method of assessing taxes 
will probably work to the disadvantage 
of Andover and at the same time to the 
advantage of a city like Lawrence. 
While some people have believed, and 
probably in the entire State the belief 
will be justified, that the method of 
assessing intangible property will result 
in uncovering a larger amount to pro- 
duce in the aggregate a larger tax 
return, there is considerable doubt 
whether this will apply in Andover? 
We have had a pretty honest uncovering 
of intangible property here in Andover 
for some years, and while probably some 
has escaped, most of that property 
which should pay a tax has paid it. 
Reducing the rate as the present gradu- 
ated tax does, will lessen the income. 
Lessening the income on intangibles will 
of necessity place it upon real estate. 
Perhaps placing it upon real estate may 
ultimately get it to the place where 
many people believe all of it should be, 
namely, on the land values, as they can 
be seen and easily determined. 

But, however the money may be 
raised,, the problem underlying it all is 
the problem of the cost of government 
in the community itself, and that is not 
lessened but increasing from year to 
year. This year we must in Andover 
undoubtedly appropriate more money 


| for highways even if we are to get the 
; same amount of work, for every cost to 
| be figured in highway work is greater 


than a year ago. We must undoubtedly 
appropriate more money for schools; we 
must, in fact, appropriate more for every 


| form of service where labor is to be em- 


| ploved. 


Not a single supply going into 


' the care of the institutions or of any of 


the service that the town renders, but 
costs more than it did a year ago. All 


| along the line the lift is upward, and the 


upward lift of from ten to twenty per 
cent means an increased tax rate of ten 
to twenty per cent. 

The fiddler is fiddling, and in no place 
in his music striking a higher note than 
in connection with governmental costs. 
Andover people will undoubtedly have 


to pay their share of the toll to the | 
fiddler.

IAN HAY TO SPEAK 


Author of “The First Hundred 
Thousand’”’ Will Give Addresses 
at the Free Church and 
Academy Chapel 


Through the efforts of Dr. C. M. 
Fuess of Phillips Academy, Captain 
John Hay Beith of the Argyle and 
Sutherland Highlanders, British Army, 
will tell the story of “The Human Side 
of Trench Life’ at the Free Church 
Sunday afternoon at 5 o’clock. Captain 
Beith was engaged by the authorities at 
the Academy to speak in the chapel, and 
because of the limited seating capacity 
it was necessary to confine the audience 
to the students and teachers only. So 
strong has been the desire by Captain 
Beith’s countrymen in Andover to hear 
him that representations were made to 
him and through Dr. Fuess he has con- 
sented to give this extra address. 
Arrangements for his reception have not 
been fully completed but it is expected 
that he will be received at Clan John- 
ston’s headquarters in the Musgrove 
building Sunday afternoon and headed 
by Clan Piper White be escorted to the 
church by the clansmen. The meeting 
at the Free church is open to anyone 
who cares to go and it is believed the 
church will be taxed to its capacity. An 
offering will be taken for the Allied 
Cause. 

Vaughn S. Jealous, president of the 
British Charitable Association of Bos- 
ton, will preside at the meeting. 


Captain Beith, who is better known 
by his pen name of ‘Ian Hay”’’, was 
born in Scotland in 1876, and was edu- 
cated at St. John’s College, Cambridge. 
After some years as a schoolmaster, he 
found his true bent as a novelist, and 
won a considerable reputation through 
his interesting stories: ‘“‘The Right 
Stuff,” ‘“‘A Safety Match,’ ““A Man’s 
Man,” and ‘*A Knight on Wheels.” A 
series of sketches under the title “The 
Lighter Side of School Life,’ published 
in 1914, give an entertaining and humor- 
ous description of his experiences as 
teacher in a public. school. When the 
Great War broke out, he immediately 
enlisted, and was made a sub-lieutenant. 
He accompanied his regiment to the 
front in April, 1915, saw much active 
service, was promoted to the rank of 
captain, and recommended for the 
military cross. His book, “The First 
Hundred Thousand,” published in 1916, 
gives what is probably the most graphic 
and truthful account of the life of the 
early volunteers in the trenches. Captain 
Beith has now been in this country for 
some months, organizing entertain- 
ments for the benefit of the Allied Cause 
and lecturing to audiences throughout 
the eastern states. He has, however, 
been recalled, and will sail within a few 
days for England, thence to rejoin his 
regiment at the Front in France. 

Captain Beith will speak to the stu- 
dents at the chapel at 8 o’clock Sunday 
night.

Cares for Tuition for Out of Town 
ap ar Increased. Lincoln Spel- 
ling Contest Changed to 
May 18

Miss Johnson of the Bradlee School is 
on a leave of absence for the winter 
term and her place is being taken by 
Miss Irene Rutherford. Miss Eleanor 
Irving of the Stowe School is also absent 
but no permanent substitute has yet 
been secured. Owing to the illness of 
Mrs. Morrill the Bailey school was 
closed for ten days and the committee 
voted that this schol have but one week’s 
vacation from now to the end of the 
school year.

The suggestion includes a so-called 
safety island in the center of the square, 
curbed, brick paved, a watering trough 
on each side, an arc light on each end, 
30 feet above the street and two “one 
way” signs so placed as to be illuminated 
by the two arc lights as shown on the

BUT FIVE DISSENTING VOTES 


Three Republicans and Two Demo- 
crats Stand Out Against Resolution 
When Roll Is Called—Lodge Calls 
For Sinking of All and 
Political Feeling During Crisis

Washington, Feb. 8.—President 
Wilson's severance of diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany was approved 


formally by tne senate. 

By a vote of 78 to 5, the senate ex- 
pressed confidence in the president’s 
course, adopted a resolution submit- 
ted by Chairman Stone of the foreign 
relations committee indorsing the 
withdrawal of Ambassador Gerard and 
giving to Germany’s ambassador, 
Count von Bernstorff, his passports. 

Senators who voted against the 
resolution were: 

Democrats—Kirby of Arkansas and 
Vardaman of Mississipp!. 

Republicans—Gronna of North Da- 
kota, Works of California and La 
Follette of Wisconsin. 

Five hours of debate preceded the 
vote, but the only active opposition 
came from the five senators who stood 
out against the resolution when the 
roll was called. The ranking Repub- 
lican leaders joined the Democrats in 
declaring their whole-hearted support 
of the president. 

The text of the resolution follows: 

“Whereas, the president has, for 
the reasons stated in his address, de- 
livered to the congress in joint ses- 
sion on Feb. 3, 1917, severed diplo- 
matic relations with the imperial Ger- 
Man government by the recall of the 
American ambassador at Berlin and 
by handing his passports to the Ger- 
man ambassador at Washington. and 

“Whereas, notwithstanding this 
severance of diplomatic intercourse, 
the president has expressed his desire 
to avoid conflict with the imperial 
German government, and 

“Whereas, the president declared 
In this said address that if in his 
judgment an occasion should arise for 
further action in the premises on the 
part of the government of the Unitea 
States he would submit the matter to 
congress and ask the authority of 
congress to use such measures as he 
might deem necessary for protection 
of American seamen and people in 
the prosecution of their peaceful and 
legitimate errands on the high seas; 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the 
senate that the senate approves the 
action taken by the president as set 
forth in his address delivered before 
the joint session of congress as stated 
above.” , 

“I have presented the resolution,” 
said Senator Stone in bringing the 
matter before the senate, “because | 
think we should let the world know 
that we support the President of the 
United States, whenever, acting 
within his constitutional privilege, he 
speaks authoritatively for the coun- 
try. 

“I think it both wise and advisable 
for the senate to say officially that it 
accepts and approves this action of 
the nation’s chief magistrate.” 

Senator Lodge, ranking Republi- 
can member of the foreign relations 
committee, led the discussion in fa- 
vor of the resolution for the minority. 
He asserted that the president has 
taken grave action and that he felt it 
his duty to support him “to the ut- 
most of my power.” He also ap- 
pealed to the senate against divisions 
in the crisis as the best guaranty to 
preserve peace. 

“My earnest hope fs that at this 
time personal feelings, political feel- 
ings, political enmities will all be 
laid aside, that we may remember 
only that we are. citizens of a com- 
mon country, that we are all Amert- 
oans, and that our first duty is to 
stand together in this controversy 
which has inhappily arisen ‘with. an- 
other nation, and let that nation and 
the world know that when the prest- 


defit speaks, as he has spoken, ke- 


has the congress of the United States 
and the people of the United States, 
no matter what their race or origin, 
behind him in the one simple char- 
acter of American citizens.”

LINER CALIFORNIA SUNK 


Sald to Have Been Sent to the Bot- 
tom Without Warning 
Washington, Feb. 8.—Consul Frost 
at Queenstown cabled the state de- 
partment that the British passenger 
liner California had been torpedoed 
without warning off the Irish coast, 
and that one American known to 

have been on board was saved. 

Some of the passengers and crew 
are still missing, including two wom- 
en and several children. 

The captain of the ship was quoted 
as saying the submarine did not hail 
or give any warning before firing 
two torpedoes from a distance of 5) 
yards and sending the California 
down. 


Armed and Carried War Supplies 

New York, Feb. 8.—No American 
citizens were among the thirty-one 
passengers on the California, accord- 
ing to officials of the Anchor line in 
this city. Records filed in accordance 
with neutrality regulations when ap- 
plications were made for passage 
showed that while many of the per- 
sons who sailed on the liner lived in 
the United States they were subjects 
of Great Britain. The belief was ex- 
pressed also that there was only one 
American in-the crew of 184, and that 
he was saved. 

The vessel, which was of S662 tons, 
carried a full cargo, believed to con- 
sist in part, at least, of war supplies. 
Under a recent ruling of Collector of 
the Port Malone, details of cargo on 
board departing ships are withheld, 
and the agents of the Anchor line ‘e- 
clined to divulge the nature of the 
shipments.

Lay a 
new floor in Punchard Hall, provide a 
second exit, make some changes in the 
stage ante-rooms and the finish, repaint 
throughout and provide suitable toilet- 
rooms. Convert the east wing of the old 
building into a workshop for maunal 
training and provide automatic sprink- 
lers for fire protection.

Provide some 
additional equipment. 

Carrying out these details will increase 
the convenience, the efficiency, and the 
safety of the entire plant.

THE BARNSTORMERS 


The mid-winter production of the 
Barnstormers was given in the town hall 
last Tuesday evening, February 6. 

The first of the two plays was “ Rosa- 
lind,” by Barrie: The plot is simple, but 
effective. Mrs. Page, enjoying in a 
cottage ‘‘in the most out of the way 
place imaginable” the comfortable re- 
pose of middle age, is startled by the 
intrusion of Charlie Roche, a young 
English gentleman, who seeks shelter 
from the storm. It soon develops that 
Roche has stumbled into the home of 
the mother of his love, a gay, fascinating 
young actress, whose picture he dis- 
covers on the mantel. Moved by the 
protestations of his love, which he 
ardently pours forth, on learning of her 
kinship to his Beatrice, Mrs. Page 
discovers herself to him as not the mothe 
but the daughter, driven to the decep- 
tion as to her age by the public’s 
demand for young actresses. A tele- 
gram calling her back to her part as 
Rosalind, the part in which she had 
first infatuated the young man, arrives. 
She retires to her room to prepare for 
the journey to London. Roche, left 
alone on the stage, contemplates flight; 
but conquering the impulse, he compels 
himself to make, through the closed 
door, a halting, boyishly manly proposal 
which, to his great relief, is refused. A 
moment later the transformed Mrs. 
Page appears—his real Beatrice. His 
old impulse returns, and he implores her 
to leave the stage and to marry him. 
Realizing that his feeling is only of the 
moment, she again refuses him; but 
allows him as a compensation to journey 
with her to London, promising that he 
“may make love to her exquisitely all 
the way, even though nothing will come 
of it.” 

Mrs. Douglas Crawford gave us a very 
delightful interpretation. Her lines 
throughout were rendered very intelli- 
gently. Perhaps as Mrs. Page she was 
not quite convincing; she was not the 
age, and was in general entirely too 
lovely—it would have caused the audi- 
ence no great surprise to see the young 
man promptly make love to the 
“mother” after he learned the truth. 
As Beatrice, however, Mrs. Crawford 


was all that could be desired. Her 
youth and loveliness won not only 
Roche, but, as well, all “the little 


dears”, who were quite able to under- 
stand the infatuation of the young man. 

Mr. Crawford, as the ardent, boyish 
lover, was very pleasing. His acting was 
particularly good when he was alone on 
the stage. It was a dangerous situation 
from the point of view of the continuity 
of the play, but was very well handled. 
We rather prefer, however, to see Mr. 
Crawford in ‘“‘ Mousieur Beaucaire’’, for 
he is possibly more at his best as the 
lover in the old romance than as the 
modern Romeo. 

The part of the landlady was ad- 
mirably taken by Mrs. Ashley Watson, 
who helped very much in creating the 
atmosphere ‘of the ‘‘respectable lodg- 
ings for middle-aged females.” i 

Excellent taste was employed in the 
stage decoration; and especial praise 
must be given for the selection of the 
pictures on the walls.
